G.S.R. 111,—in exercise ol the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in super- 
session of the Town and Country Planning Organisation 
(Class III and IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 1963 and Town 
and Country Planning Organisation (Hindi Translator) Rec¬ 
ruitment Rules, 1975, except in respect of things done or omit¬ 
ted to be done before such supersession, the President here¬ 
by ma&eks the following rules regulating the method of re¬ 
cruitment to the Group C and Group D non-technical posts 
in the Town and Country Planning Organisation, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencements.—(1) These rules may 
be called Town and Country Plannig Organisation (Group 
C and Group Dj non-technical posts Recriutmem Rules, 
1986. 

(2) These rules shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in (he Official Gazelle. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scales of pay.—The 
number of post, its classification and the scale of pay attach¬ 
ed thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of Recrlutment, age limit and other qualifica¬ 
tions.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating to the said post shall be as speci¬ 
fied in columns 5 to 11 of the said schedule. 

4. Liability for persons appointed as Peons to undergo 
Home Guard Training.—Notwithstanding anything contain¬ 
ed in these rules, every person appointed peon under these 
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rules, except physically handicapped persons, shalf undergo 
training as Home guards for a period of three years. 

Provided that the Commandant General, Home Guards 
may having regard to the performance of and the standard of 
training achieved by any person during the period of train¬ 
ing, reduce speh period to two years. 

5. Disqualifications.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
any person having a spouse living; o r 

(b) who. having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person; 

shall be elgibile fo r appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal Iqw appli¬ 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are oher grounds for so doing, exempt any per¬ 
son from the operation of this rule. 

6 , Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is of 
tile opinion that it i s necessary or expedient so to do, ■ it 
may, by order or reasons to be recorded in wiiling, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class 
or category of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit afid other concessions required to be 
provided fo r the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, ex- 
Servicemen and other special categories of persons in accord¬ 
ance with tlic orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

DRAFT RULES 

1. These ruler, mty be called the Aircraft (Amendment) 
Rules. 1987. 

2, Jn the Aircraft Rules, 1937, for rule 81B, the follow¬ 
ing iule shall be substituted, namely 

"81B ; Prohibition of slaughtering and flying of ani¬ 
mals, depositing of rubbish and other polluted or 
obnoxious matter in tile vicinity of aerodromes 
No person shall slaughter or fLr’ any animal or de¬ 
posit Or drop any rubbish, filth, garbage or any 
other polluted or obnoxious matter including guch 
material from hotels, meat shops fish shops and 
bonc-processing mills which attracts or is likely to 
attract vultures or other birds and animals, within 
a radius of ten hilomeTcs from the uerodromes re¬ 
ference point. 

Provided that the Director General ot a Deputy Director 
General of Civil Aviation may. if he is satisfied that 
nroper and adequate arrangements have been made 
bv the owners of hotels, meat shops, fish shops 
and 1'one-processine mills so as !o prevent attraction 
of vultures or other birds mid animals, having regard 
to the vicinity of place of slaughter from the. aero¬ 
drome arrangements for disnosal or denosit of 
carcas. rulfish and other polluted and obnoxious 
tnuper grant permission in writing for the purrose".
